No. 6,697,138) teach a similar method of fabricating an array 
substrate for a transflective liquid crystal display device, but Ha et al fail to teach 
or render obvious the process steps of: a) forming a reflective layer on the first 
insulating layer through a third mask process, the re flective layer being disposed 
in the pixel region and having a transmissive hole corresponding to the 
transmissive portion, the data line and the reflective layer having multiple layers , 
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of metal, atop layer of the multiple layers including a reflective metallic material, 
as recited in independent claim 8; and b) forming source and drain electrodes, a 
data line and a reflective layer having multiple layers on the first insulating layer 
at the same time, wherein the gate line and the data line define a pixel region 
having a transmissive portion and a reflective portion, as recited in independent 
claim 14; especially when these limitations are considered within the specific 
combination claimed. •
